Rom. 7:24, “O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?” 


We are living in an age when sin 
is very lightly esteemed. Modernists, 
annihilationists and other unorthodox 
sects have spread their pernicious 
s doctrines, especially relative to the 

doctrine of hell, until the general trend 
of thought is to make sport of anyone 
who is such a fanatic as to believe in 
eternal punishment for sin. Another 
factor that has contributed to make 
sin about the same as a mistake or 
blunder is the poor estimate men have 
of God. In the decades that have 
passed in the twentieth century the 
teaching of God as a personal omni- 
present, omniscient being has been 
seriously challenged and ridiculed. 
Higher criticism and the deadly evo- 
lution theory have so permeated our 
schools and churches until the doc- 
trine of God is looked upon as a fairy 
tale that some “old foggies” used to 
believe in when they didn’t have bet- 
ter sense. The ultimate consequence 
of such abominable teaching is that 
sin loses its horror and men and wom- 
en become lax in morals and re- 
ligion. Our United States is in a pit- 
iable and wretched condition today 
because men have lost the awful sig- 
nificance of sin. 

People hate to admit that they are 
in bondage to anything or anybody. 
The tobacco fiend usually will not 
admit that he is a slave to his habit. 
The miser tells you he is just a shrewd 
businessman instead of telling the 
truth of the matter that he is a slave 
to the god of money. The Jews to 
whom Jesus was speaking in John 8, 
declared very emphatically that they 
were Abraham’s children and were 
never in bondage to any man. But 
Jesus stated in as positive language as 
they did that any man who commits 
sin is a slave or bond-servant of sin. 
In Romans 7 we get a picture of a 
man who has come to the realization 
that he is a slave of sin. He exclaims 
near the conclusion of his discussion, 
“Oh wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death?” It is a blessed thing that some 
people discover how terribly bound 
they are before they bid farewell to 
all opportunity of being set free. 

We shall consider five factors in- 
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“on in our United States. 


volved in the commission of sin. Our 
purpose shall be to reveal how men 
become slaves of sin and how they can 
be delivered. These factors are: 
(1) the flesh, (2) the world, (3) the 
devil, (4) the will, (5) the conscience. 


First of all comes the FLESH. In 
Romans 7:5 we read that “the motions 
of sin... did work in OUR MEMBERS 
to bring fruit unto death.” Verse 23 
says, “But I see another law in my 
MEMBERS, warring against the law 
of my mind.” Jesus told Peter, “The 
spirit indeed is willing but the flesh 
is weak.” Upon making a study of sin 
we find that from the time it entered 
the world until its termination as re- 
corded in Revelation, the flesh is 
always the INSTRUMENT used. In 
every sin committed the flesh is in- 
volved. Men sin for the purpose of 
gratifying the flesh in some way or 
other! There is no ultimate end in sin- 
ning. Why do people fly into a rage 
and say mean things that hurt others? 
It gives them a degree of fleshly satis- 
faction. Why do men drink liquor? 
They feel good temporarily. People be- 
come money-mad because it gratifies 
their fleshly nature. I repeat, men sin 
because they receive fleshly gratifi- 
cation instead of just trying to make 
God angry! If it is at the expense of 
disobeying God that they must gratify 
self. God’s commandment is set aside. 
That’s the damnable part of sin. Self 
is loved and served more than God! 
When God created men He con- 
structed them with a fleshly nature 
that had a legitimate sphere in which 
to operate. It was and always will be 
perfectly right for people to eat and 
drink good, wholesome foods, but it 
is absolutely wrong to be a glutton and 
drunkard. It is pleasing to God that 
a young man be attracted to a young 
lady and that he love her above all 
other women, finally culminating in 
matrimony. He instituted the cere- 
mony and His word highly esteems it. 
But, it is awful in God’s sight for men 
to marry and remarry at random as 
we so sadly behold today. The laws of 
decency between men and women 
have been audaciously encroached up- 
We, as a 
nation, are.setting up a terrible ex- 
ample of adultery and fornication that 
cannot but bring the just judgment 
of God. It is interesting to note that 
Adam and Eve obeyed the dictates of 
the flesh in preference to obeying 
God’s command when their lives were 
untainted by the corruption of sin. 


This fact reveals that there is not such 
a wide difference between our first 
parents and ourselves. We _ readily 
admit the Fall has made man much 
weaker in many ways than our first 
parents, but they still sin after the 
similitude of Adam’s transgression. 
The flesh is weak and after practising 
an evil, man soon finds himself unable 
to get free. Look at the young lad who 
thought it was smart to smoke 
cigarettes; it isn’t long until he can- 
not quit if he tries his utmost to do so. 

The OBJECT of sin is the world. 
We read in 1 John 2:15, 16 that man 
is not to love the world. The world is 
defined as being the lust of the eye, 
the lust of the flesh and the pride of 
life. The flesh is gratified by what it 
gets from the world. I want to 
enumerate a number of.things that 
can be worldly when people become 
enslaved to them. Some people are en- 
slaved to the passion of jealousy. 
Everything must flow through that 
jealous channel. Jealousy is cruel as 
the grave. As we observe our news- 
papers the number of murders that 
spring from jealousy are many. Stub- 
bornness, moodiness and innumer- 
able other passions absolutely domi- 
nate the lives of many. Worldly pos- 
sessions dictate the law to many. It is 
a fact that in a majority of cases 
worldly interests come before God. 
The god of money probably heads the 
list of things men are_ enslaved to. 
Although men will not admit that 
money rules their lives the evidence 
is. against them. Thousands bow be- 
fore the goddess. of beauty. People 
actually sell their souls just to try to 
be pretty! One of the most destructive 
types of bondage is public opinion. It 
is tragic to behold the multitudes who 
are completely domineered by the 
opinion of others. We have seen many 
people turn their back on the plead- 
ing Savior just because they esteemed 
the favor of friends more than our 
blessed Jesus. Habits such as tobacco 
and liquor present an all-too-evident 
case of slavery. Look at that poor 
drunkard! He has been caught in a 
trap which he forgot to think of when 
he took the first drink. The fact lies 
before us that America has “sold out” 
to drink. Homes and families are dis- 
rupted, insane asylums and hospitals 
filled, hopes and ambitions blasted 
all because men became slaves to 
drink. The most pitiful part of these 
habits is the sight of our women who

Catholics Persecute Protestants 

in Peru 

The editor of Midnight Cry, writing 
on the subject of “Protestants Perse- 
cuted in Peru,” gives the following re- 
port of what Catholicism is doing. 

“Eighty thousand Protestant Chris- 
tians of the Republic of Peru have de- 
manded that President Prado, a Cath- 
olic, guarantee ‘the free exercise of 
religious worship,’ and end the perse- 
cution of evangelical workers, which 
they charge is abetted by police collu- 
sion. 

“Earlier in this year a pastoral let- 
ter of the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Lima became ‘in effect an open in- 
citation to persecute the Protestants,’ 


sounding a call to ‘the battle against 
Protestantism which,’ it asserts, ‘is a 
dissolver of citizenship.’ 

“The distribution of the Bible has 
been prohibited and active persecu- 
tion of evangelicals is under way in 
many parts of the country, according 
to The Protestant Voice (June 18). 

“The Protestants’ protest memorial 
to President Prado reminds him that, 
in his visit to the United States, he 
was able to observe the absolute lib- 
erty enjoyed by Roman Catholics to 
exercise their ministry and carry for- 
ward their propaganda. 

“The movement against Protestants 
in Peru is an example of the concert- 
ed effort to carry out the desire al 
ready expressed by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church to make South America , 
its exclusive field.”

Jews in the Armed Forces 

“While 165,000 Jews in Canada rep- 
resent 1.4 per cent of the population, 
Jewish enlistments are 1.5 per cent of 
the total. Estimates considered a min- 
imum, are: Jews in the Army, 4,677; 
Air Force, 4,009; Navy, 206; Draftees, 
1,250; altogether about 6% percent ot 
the total Jewish population of men, 
women and children.” Additional 
figures in the editorial go to prove 
that “there is no reason to single out 
the Jews as failing to hold up their 
end,” and this, notwithstanding ad- 
mitted “discrimination” against the 

Jewish people.—Globe & Mail. 


Religion in Russia 

The following editorial appeared in 
Time, October 4. 

“If Karl Marx was right in calling 
religion the opium of the people, the 
air over Moscow must have been blue 
with fumes last week: 

“Dr. Cyril Forster Garbett, Arch- 
bishop of York, who is on a visit to 
Patriarch Sergei of the Russian Orth- 
odox Church, declared that there is 
complete freedom of worship in Rus- 
sia, that the Soviet Government has 
stopped all antireligious propaganda. 

Said the Archbishop: ‘Stalin being a 
great statesman, has recognized the 
power of religion.’ 

“To listeners in Germany the mos-Qy 
cow radio beamed speeches by Ger- 
man clergymen, Catholic and Protest- 
ant. Many of the speakers were said 
to be captured German army chap- 
lains. They praised Moscow’s National 
Committee for a Free Germany (Time, 
August 30), told how the Russians al- 
low them to practice their religion in 
the prison camps, urged listeners in 
Germany to pray for peace, work 
against the Nazis. 

“A German clergyman, whom the

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Che Customs of the Ftouse of Ssrael 


Text, Ezekiel 43:11. 


In our text God is speaking to His 
prophet Ezekiel, commanding him to 
show to the house of Israel their sins 
and iniquities, and if they are 
ashamed of ail they have done show 
them the form of the house, and the 
fashions thereof, and the laws there- 
of, and the ordinances thereof, and 
do them. 

Israel was backsliding and failing 
Oo keep the laws of God; so while God 
was showing Ezekiel this vision of the 
future temple, He asked His prophet 
to show it also to the house of Israel. 
But we notice further that God said 
to Ezekiel, “Son of man, mark well, 
and behold with thine eyes and hear 
with thine ears all that I say unto 
thee concerning all the ordinances of 
the house of the Lord.” What God 
asked Ezekiel to do for the house of 
Israel He is asking His ministers to 
do today for the Church of God. 

First, He was lining his man up. 
“See and hear, and mark well, 
Ezekiel.” If every minister would hear 
what the Word of the Lord is, and get 
a vision of what the Church of God 
really is, and then mark it well him- 
self, we would have more members 
living up to the standard today. Hear 
the Lord call upon Isaiah to “Cry 
aloud and spare not; lift up thy voice 
like a trumpet, and shew my people 
their transgression.” I fear the spirit 
of compromise has fastened upon too 
many of us and we are failing to cry 
against the little no-harm sins and 
worldliness until the Holy Ghost is 
grieved, and God is withholding His 
blessings from us. 

God said to Ezekiel, “I have made 
thee a watchman unto the house of 
Israel, therefore hear the word of my 
mouth and give them warning from 
me.” It cost the lives of some of these 
prophets to cry against sin, yet they 
continued to cry aloud and spare not 
for had not God said, “When I say 
unto the wicked, Thou shalt surely die, 
and thou givest him not warning, that 
same wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity but his blood will I require at 
thine hand.” 

The pastor is the watchman of the 
flock, and if he sees the world and its 
fashions creeping into the Church of 
God it is his duty to cry aloud against 
it even though he may have to do so 
at the cost of popularity, or praise 
from his members, or the handshakes 
of cold professors, for there is coming 
a time when we shall all appear before 
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the judgment seat of Christ. But if we 
warn the people of these sins and they 
fail to take heed or turn not from 
their worldliness, we have delivered 
our souls. 


SHEW THEM THE FASHIONS 
THEREOF. Now the apostle Peter has 
said to gird up the loins of your mind, 
be sober, as obedient children, not 
fashioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance. Today 
we have some people who have con- 
ceived the idea that God did not know 
how to decorate human beings, so they 
have set up remodeling shops under 
the name “Beauty Parlor” for the 
purpose of readorning God’s creatures. 
For instance, they would have you be- 
lieve that God failed to get the finger- 
nails the right color, and _ that 
they should be a bright red, so they 
have prepared a paint to fix them 
just right. I have gone into restau- 
rants where the waitresses’ finger 
ends were so red they looked like they 
were bleeding, or had been run 
through a sausage grinder and come 
out hamburger. They would have you 
to believe God made a mistake and 
put too many eyebrows above the eyes 
and all you should have is just enough 
to look like a little pencil mark, so 
they would be glad to pull them out 
for you. So with fingernails painted 
red and eyebrows plucked, there is 
nothing left to do to complete the job 
but to daub some red on the face and 
lips and there you are—a _ painted 
sepulchre. 


In the ministry of Jesus He found 
whited sepulchres, but today they are 
red. Red is a very popular color now. 
It is displayed in most every nation, 
and is the color of the old dragon. He 
is making good headway in stamping 
his color upon the world, and 
many Christians are getting so close 
to his brush they are getting spattered 
with it. We have some Church of God 
members who visit these remodeling 
shops and spend from two to ten dol- 
lars for make-ups and hair kinks and 


‘then come to church and when the 


offering plates are passed around they 
draw their heads down in their coat 
collars like a mud turtle in a hail- 
storm. Listen, dear friends, I do not 
believe God’s Word will bear us up in 
these things. God said He would 
beautify the meek with salvation, and 
when I see make-up on the children 


of God I quickly arrive at the con- 
clusion that pride has taken the place 
of meekness, and it is time God’s 
ministers are crying against such 
things if we want the blessings of 
God upon us and be ready when Jesus 
comes. 


SHEW THEM ALL THE ORDINANCES 
THEREOF 


An ordinance is an established rule, 
or law. In the book of Numbers we 
find that God spoke to Aaron and said, 
“Thou shalt have no inheritance in 
their land; neither shalt thou have 
any part among them: behold I have 
given the children of Levi all the 
tenth in Israel for an inheritance for 
their service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation.” The duty of the Levites 
was to assist the priests in transcrib- 
ing and interpreting the law and 
chronicling the times in which they 
lived. Of course, some provision had 
to be made for their support while 
they were engaged in this kind of 
work, so God called upon those who 
had land and cattle to give a tenth 
that they might live as well as land- 
owners. Now what the Levites were 
to the Israelites, ministers are to the 
people today, for we hear Paul say in 
1 Cor. 9: 13, 14, “Do ye not know that 
they which minister about holy things 
live of the things of the temple? even 
so hath the Lord ordained that they 
which preach the gospel should live of 
the gospel?” Paul said to Timothy, 
“Alexander the coppersmith did me 
much evil.” The Lord told John on the 
Isle of Patmos that He hated the 
deeds of the Nicolaitanes. I wonder 
what He thinks of the dime-coveters 
of today in His Church. I have just 
about as much confidence that a 
cigaret smoker or a bob-haired woman 
will go in the rapture as I have that 
a person will go who once paid tithes 
or saw the light on it and now has 
backslidden from it. 


In Nehemiah’s time they had back- 
slidden from the law and ordi- 
nances of God, for Nehemiah said, “I 
perceived the portion of the Levites 
had not been given them, for the sing- 
ers and Levites that did the work had 
every one fled to his field. Then con- 
tended I with rulers and said, Why is 
the house of God forsaken?” It was 
forsaken for the same reason that so 
many ministers have returned to coal 
mines, factories and farms today and 
labor for their bread, people have 
backslidden from paying tithes. There

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Kingdoms and the King 


Text: “Because it is given unto you 
to know the mysteries of the kingdom 
of heaven, but to them it is not given,” 
Matt. 13:11. 


INTRODUCTION: This subject 
deals with God’s plan and purpose of 
leading His people to an undivided 
kingdom of love and righteousness 
under the governing order of Christ, 
the kingdom to come, yet it is no long- 
er a mystery to God’s people; we look 
forward to the coming kingdom and 
King of glory. Kingdoms were estab- 
lished and have gone down under the 
leadership of men, but that everlast- 
ing kingdom that our Lord will estab- 
lish in the earth shall never be demol- 
ished. 


A KINGDOM 


A kingdom is a territory or domain 
in which a king exercises authority. 
God’s kingdom is ruled under theo- 
cratic government displayed through 
men of holy anointing and inspiration 
of the Godhead family. The worli 
kingdoms change from one form of 
government to another as new rulers 
are enthroned; the kingdom of God 
has never changed its sovereignty. 


BEFORE A KINGDOM 


God in dealing with men before the 
establishment of a kingdom dealt di- 
rectly and indirectly through holy 
men as Abel, Seth, Enoch, Noah, Abra- 
ham, Moses and Joshua, who submit- 
ted themselves to God without an 
earthly form of government. Those 
holy men of God were so consecrated 
that their consciences were alert to 
the will of God. “They spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost.” With- 
out an earthly kingdom, yet in holy 
submission to heavenly authority, they 
were able to die in the faith, not hav- 
ing received the promise. 


THE KINGDOM OF ISRAEL 


The establishing of the first king- 
dom was set up after the people had 
rejected the sons of Samuel as their 
judge. They desired a king to reign 
Over them. 1 Sam. 1:1-5. God warned 
the people of the hardships and bur- 
den that an earthly kingdom would 
bring upon them, yet they contended 
for a king. Because of the hardness of 
their hearts, God granted their re- 
quest, doubtless to prove that an 
earthly kingdom was not what He

wanted nor what they should have. 
Saul, the man that stood head higher 
than all, was elected and anointed the 
first king of Israel. It isn’t the man 
that stands head high that the people 
need, it is the man that is head over 
all things we have need of. When man 
begins to stand above all other men in 
his greatness God soon takes charge 
and man sits down. However, Saul was 
a great and humble man when first 
called to the leadership of God’s new 
kingdom. He was soon exalted and 
came to a bitter end. David was the 
next king to reign over the people of 
God. His leadership did not prove suc- 
cessful. Wars and many battles were 
fought. Continually waging ungodly 
conflicts caused confusion in the king- 
dom. David did his best, a great king, 
but he died without bringing the peo- 
ple into an undivided kingdom of love 
and fellowship as the people expected 
in an earthly kingdom. Later Solo- 
mon was anointed king. He readily 
won the friendship of the world in 
his day. The people of God rallied to 
his leadership. His wisdom was famed 
throughout the world. Yet, his king- 
dom of wisdom in earthly things made 
a shipwreck and went down in de- 
spair as a fallen kingdom of earthly 
wisdom. 
THE DIVIDED KINGDOM 


After Solomon had worked so brave- 
ly and used wisdom of great price, the 
kingdom was divided into two groups; 
namely, ten tribes given to Jeroboam 
and two tribes of Rehoboam. The ten 
tribes rebelled against the house of 
David, and there were none that fol- 
lowed the house of David but the tribe 
of Judah. 1 Kings 12:19-20. The same 
people that so urgently demanded a 
king now rejected what they desired. 
A kingdom divided against itself can- 
not stand. The ten tribes continued 
for about two hundred years and fad- 
ed out of the picture. Judah continued 
for about four hundred years and was 
lost in much confusion and captivity. 
However, they were warned to reunite 
by the prophet, representing the unity 
of working together by using twelve 
sticks to prove the power of being 
one. Even the Father and the Son are 
one, and you and I may be ONE in 
THEM. United we stand, divided we 
fall. > “ 


THE KINGDOM OF GOD 


The kingdom of Israel being lost, 
only God is able to find them. During 
the tribulation they will be found and 
twelve thousand out of each tribe will 
be redeemed of God. It being the 
pleasure of God now to bring the king- 
dom from the fallen, shameful condi- 
tion and establish it within the hearts 
of His people, a kingdom of joy and 
peace in the Holy Ghost through the 
blood of His Son, no longer did He 
write upon stones graven by man’s 
fingers, but upon the very heart of the 
seeker, a kingdom that was not of 
this world, but a spiritual kingdom, a 
kingdom in men and not men in the 
kingdom. “The law and the prophets 
were until John; since that time the 
kingdom of God is preached, and every 
man presseth into it.” Luke 16:16. This 
kingdom came not with observation 
but is an inward development through 
the Spirit under the unchangeable 
priesthood of Christ. The kingdom 
doesn’t seek us but we are to seek the 
kingdom and that first above all 
things. We must be born again to en- 
ter or even see the kingdom of 
God. Christ received the anoint- 
ing from the hands of the Father 
and the Holy Ghost to be King 
He the King but the Prince also. Since 
He is the King and Prince too, no one 
can dethrone Him and He shall never 
abdicate, it is sealed by His precious 
blcod. Men may be divided in their 
views on the scripture and some will 
fall, but the kingdom isn’t divided 
and never shall fall. 


KINGDOM OF CHRIST 


Jesus said, “My kingdom is not of 
this world.” John 18:36,37. In teach- 
ing the disciples to pray He said, “Thy 
kingdom to come,” and in 2 Tim. 4:1, 
“At his appearing and his kingdom.” 
At the same time He informed them 
that a kingdom was in their midst, the 
kingdom men were already pressing 
into. Yet He was to go away and seek 
for Himself a kingdom and return 
with it. The spiritual kingdom will 
be emigrated into the literal kingdom 
of Christ on earth to reign one thou- 
sand years. Christ Himself will be the 
King of the kingdom and shall sit up- 
on the throne of David to order and 
establish His government in the earth. 
Isa. 9:7. Kingdom against kingdom 
will be the scene of the battle field 
when Christ makes. His appearance 
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with His kingdom. The kingdom of 
the antichrist of the earth will arise 
and cross the river Euphrates to bat- 
tle the coming kingdom of Christ: The 
battle will soon be over and Christ wiil 
be King of kings over the entire earth. 
While on earth the disciples were ask- 
ing, Will you at this time restore unto 
us the kingdom of David? Now the 
kingdom is restored and we shall reign 
with Him as kings and priests. Christ 
shall reign until, “He shall have put 
down all authority, all rule and all 
power.

UNTO THE LORD.” Zech. 14:20. Upon 
which horses? Upon these, “The 
armies which were in heaven followed 
him upon WHITE HORSES,” Rev. 19: 
14; yes, heavenly horses filled with the 
spirit of His HOLINESS. “Without 


HOLINESS no man shall see the 
Lord.” Heb. 12:14. “But unto them 
that look (or live holy) for him will 
he appear.” Heb. 9:28.

Africa 
“UNTO THE LEAST OF THESE” 


On a recent visit to our station at 
Kano and in a tour which I had with 
our Field Director among the stations 
surrounding Kano and in Sokoto Pro- 
vince, I was impressed with a work 
recently started in Kano, which de- 
mands both our interest and our 
prayers, as well as our support. It 
might well be called “Waif Rescue 
Work.” 


The city of Kano is a rendezvous of 
hundreds of little, destitute waifs, 
whose origin is polygamist homes. 
When a polygamist takes to himself 
another superfluous wife, who is al- 
ready the mother of a little boy, the 
little fellow finds no welcome at his 
mother’s new home. He becomes a 
“not wanted” and is cast adrift to 
make a living as best (or as worst) he 
may in the midst of “that great and 
wicked city.” He generally falls into 
the hands of professional thieves, who 
teach him the art of stealing, at which 
vice he soon becomes so proficient that 
he actually tries his hand at stealing 
from his teachers. Just such little “not 
wanted” children our missionaries are 
busy gathering up. They are taken to 
the mission compound,-: washed, 
dressed, and fed. At first they are 
quite suspicious, imagining the whole 
thing to be some kind of trap, but the 
love and kindness of the Lord Jesus, 
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through His servants, usually wins 
them and after a few weeks these lit- 
tle fellows between the ages of seven 
and thirteen will probably be sent to 
some station at a fair distance from 
Kano in order to get them away from 
former associations. 

We went to Malumfashi, where our 
two sisters, Misses Whitmore and 
Jantz, are doing excellent work for 
the Master and there I came upon 
some such waifs. A meeting was called 
for the evening and a goodly number 
assembled in the church building. 
After the preaching of the old story of 
Jesus, the invitation having been 
given, quite a number came out pub- 
licly for Christ and among them four 
of the waifs. After having been dealt 
with, one of these boys exclaimed, “Is 
it possible that anyone should refuse 
to follow Jesus!” Do pray earnestly 
that these little ones will go forward 
in the faith and become not only gen- 
uine followers but messengers also of 
the Lord Jesus to effectually carry His 
gospel to many of their own kindred 
and color. 

The work of the Lord at the stations 
around Kano and Sokoto goes on 
apace. We visited three leper settle- 
ments also and it was cheering indeed 
to listen to the little leper children at 
the Sokoto Settlement singing the 
praises of the Savior and reciting 
verses from His precious Word, the 
Hausa Bible. 

The large, untouched areas which 
lie between the thirteen stations and 
leper settlements of our mission, in 
this Northern District, are surely a 
challenge. These are no vacant lands, 
they are just filled with many, many 
large villages and towns which, in 
turn, are swarming with poor, lost 
souls to whom no tidings of Him have 
come. We could hope to divide this 
great multitude in such a way as to 
give each station a field of from one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty 
thousand souls, which surely would be 
a big parish for each. Do pray earnest- 
ly that the Lord of the harvest will 
send forth quickly laborers into His 
harvest.—Dr. A. P. Stirrett. 
CHURCH UNDER PERSECUTION 

From the “Evangelical Christian” 

Dr. R. E. Diffendorfer, Executive 
Secretary for Foreign Missions of the 





Methodist Church, gives a few signifi- 
cant facts about Christians in occu- 
pied countries. “Take Denmark. In 
October, 1941, after nineteen months 
of occupation, Christians in that coun- 
try gave for missionary purposes 43,- 
000 kroners more than in the preced- 
ing year! Sweden is not an occupied 
country, but a Swedish letters says: 
‘All the younger ministers are in 
military service. The cost of living is 
mounting rapidly, as you can imagine. 
We have been trying to help our 
brethren in Finland, Norway, and Den- 
mark, and we are still doing all we 
can. Our reports for the year are made 
up, and World Service giving this year 
is 4,000 Swedish kroners more than a 
year ago.’” The writer adds that three 
candidates are preparing for mission- 
ary work in Russia. 

Perhaps most surprising of all is a 
report from Germany. From a letter 
posted in Switzerland on January 16, 
1942, these words: “Our Missionary 
Day Conference was held in Decem- 
ber and all societies were represented. 
Missionary interest is as great as ever, 
and the giving is going up. More was 
received in 1941 than in 1940 or in 
1939. Missionary information is being 
passed orally through ‘information 
meetings.’ ” 

A most heroic word comes out of 
Belgium. “I am glad to inform you 
that our church is doing great work 
just now among sorrows and miseries 
of all kinds. We have conversions, new 
members, good Sunday Schools, de- 
voted missionary societies, and a re- 
markable liberality.”

SATAN, the god of this world, is 
leading the slaves to the tune of his 
subtle and death-dealing music. He 
is the instigator and promoter of sin. 
People won’t believe this to be the 
case, but that does not alter the true 
facts of the situation.

Paul exclaimed in Romans 7, 
when the condemned sinner was about 
to give up all hope, “I thank God 
through Jesus Christ,”in answer to the 
question, “Who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?” “The Lion 
of the tribe of Judah hath prevailed” 
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for poor sinful man and we are happy 
to know He has prevailed for some of 
us.
